One  can- 
not enter  a spiritual  kingdom  with- 
out spiritual  life;  there  can  be  rio 
.spiritual  life  without  spiritual 
birth  ; therefore,  to  * enter  God’s 
spiritual  kingdom  one  must  be  born 
of  the  Spirit. _,  Every  one  born  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  shares,  has  fellow- 
ship, communion,  with  his  nature. 
It  is  a law  of  grace  as  well  as  of 
nature  that  like  will  prodnoe  it- 
self. “That  which  is  born  of  the 
Spirit  is  Spirit."  A progenitor 
communicates  a life  like  his  own. 
Fatherhood  and  childhood  mean 
this.  Every  one  born  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  has  entered  into  communion, 
fellowship,  with  this  Divine  Per- 
son, and  share  his  life.  Now,  I 
begin  to  seo. 

The  communion  of  holiness.  He  is 
called  the  Holy  Spirit  because  of 
his  nature,  and  because  it  is  bis 
mission  to  make  men  holy.  “The 
Kingdom  of  God”  (God’s  Christian 
sway  in  the  heart),  is  righteous, 
ness,  and  poaoe,  and  joy  in  tho 
Holy  Ghost."  Those  graces  eome 
through  communion  with  him.  Not 
that  righteousnoss  wbioh  God 
has  prepared  for,  bestows  up-, 
on,  and  graciously  acoepts  in,  every 
one  who  believes  in  his  Son, 
which  is  justification,  or  forgive- 
ness and  acceptance  into  God’s 
favor;  but  personal  righteousness, 
conformity  to  God’s  will  in  heart 
and  in  life,  which  is  the  conse- 
quence of  oommunion  with  the 
Holy  Spirit.

sponsibility  was  and  is  not, 
sought  by  constraint  with  any  de- 
sire of  heing  lords  ovor  God’s  her- 
itage, no*  for  worldly  gain,  but 
wikingljy  and  of  a ready  mind  that 
we  may  become  ensamples  to  the 
flock  over  which  the  Holy  Spirit 
has  placed  us.  Nor  was  the  laying 
of  this  responsibility  upon  thrso 
servants  of  tho  Lord  due  to  any 
lack  of  ability  on  the  part  of  the 
churches;  for  many  of  our  laymen 
are  as  wise  as  tho  pastors  in  many 
things,  in  sdme'perhaps  evon  wis- 
er. but  the  wisest  of  these  recog 
nizo  tho  leadership  of  those  Or- 
dained messengers  of  truth  and  fol- 
low theita  cheerfully, 

Theso  pastors  are  to  become 
leaders;  1.  In  sound  doctrine. 
In  Paul’s  instructions  to  Timothy 
he  urged  him  to  be  an  example  of 
the  believers,  in  word,  (teaching, 
whether  private  or  public)  in  con- 
versation, in  charity,  in  spirit,  in 
faith,  ih  purity.  It  is  from  our 
pastors  that  our  early  instruction 
in  doctrine  must  come.  It  is  to 
them  more  than-  any  one  else  we 
look  through  life  for  instruction  in 
righteousness  and  the  doctrines  of 
the  Soripturos.  The  average 
church  member  devotes  but  little 
time  to  the  investigation  of  these 
things  for  himself.  He  looks  to 
his  divinely  appointed  teacher  to| 
set  before  him  tho  mind  pf  the 
Spirit.  The  histoiry  of  doctrine 
shows  that  very  few  heresies  have 
arisen  among  the  laymen  of  the 
churchos.  All  the  great  contro- 
versies have  had  their  champions 
among  the  pastors. 

2.  Missions.  The  question  of 
missions  is  tho  absorbing  theme  of 
the  hour;  and  may  it  grow  in  in- 
tensity until  the  gospel  shall  cover 
tho  whole  earth.  Ton  cannot  give 
to  any  department  of  Christian  ed- 
ucation, or  even  to  the  support  of 
the  pastor  and  not  indirectly  make 
a contribution  to  Foreign  Missions. 
But  as  great  as  the  question  may 
he,  it  remains  to  become  greater 
in  scope  and  powor  under  tho  in- 
fluence and  activity  of  the  pastors. 
No  church  was  ever  missionary  in 
spirit  and  life  without  pastoral  di- 
rection that  was  intensely  mission- 
ary- It  costs  something  to  be  im- 
bued with  and  actuated  by  the 
spirit  of  missions,  but  it  costs  far 
more  not  to  be.  No  church  has 
ever  been  more  liberal  in  its  gifts 
of  prayer  and  money  than  the  pas- 
tor has  taught  them  by  precept 
*nd  example.  I wish  I could 


any  one.  It  evens  up  everything 
as  it  should  be.  It  fulfills  the  lej 
ter  and  spirit  of  the  golden  rule, 
and  lays  the  foundation  for  univer- 
sal harmony  and  peace.  “Render 
therefore  to  all  their  dues,"  civi$ 
as  well  as  ecclesiastic;  material  as 
well  as  spiritual ; to  opponents  as 
well  as  colleagues;  to  enemies  as 
well  as  friends ; to  the  bad  as  well 
as  to  the  good  ; to  the  rich  as  well 
as  to  the  poor. 

1.  In  material  things  If  this 
principle  were  applied,  how 
smoothly  and  noiselessly  commeri 
cial  machinery  would  move  1 It 
would  enthrone  business  coi  fi- 
dt-nce  in  all  her  regal  beauty  and 
splendor.  It  would  put  thousands 
of  deadbeats  and  sharpers  to  bon* 
cst  toil,  fulfilling  the  Scripture; 
“In  the  sweat  of  thy  lace  shalt  thoU 
eat  bread,  till  thou  retum  unto  the 
ground.”  This  truth  was  not  ut- 
tered for  one  man  or  a portion  of 
the  human  race,  but  for  universal 
man.  L'EstraDtre  stated  the  truth.

Responsibility  of  Leadership, 


Because  of  its  far  reaching  con- 
st quenoes,  there  are  perhaps  but 
few  questions  of  more 
to  tho  political

d religious  life  of 
a nation  than  that  ot  leadership. 

In  the  sphero  of  politics  there 
are  only  a few  men  who  shapo  the 
policies  and  plans  of  actioil  ol  any 
given  party  whether  it  be  in  mu- 
nicipal, county,  Gtate  or  National 
affairs.  Already  the  loaders  of  tho 
two  great  national  parties  in  this 
formjing  und 
for  the  cam- 


eountiy  havo  beg 
projecting  their  pin 
paign  ol  1900. 

But  few  ot  the  rank  and  ti'o  of 
the  American  people  will  have  any 
voice  in  the  initiatory  ; they  only 
wait  to  be  led  by  those  ift  whose 
wisdom  and  integrity  thoy  have 
confidence. 

The  same  principle  of  tho  many 
being  led  by  ibe  few  pervados 
every  pbaso  of  life.

The 
Matfcfting  power  of  faith  was  new 
to  thin  as  it  is  to  many  a believ- 
er's Mart  today..  This  sustaining 
poem  re  emphasised  by  Jesus. 
He  sftuid  have  them  realise  as 
nor*  #5  before  the  element  ol 
strength  inherent  iu  simple  trust. 
This  Element  of  power  in  faith  is 
not  confined  to  mattersof  religion. 
Imagine  what  would  result  today 
to  th£  world  wore  all  confidence  in 
the  ^Ability  of  things  lost.  Wbat 
purlnflbations  of  head  and  heart 
woull  come  to  all  if  you  could 
hrealwdowa  the  confidence  of  men, 
in  tb^ertainty  ol  cause  and  effect 
Cbaot.  and  min  would  envelop  the 
racet  languish  would  drive  the 
wort<£lo  madness.  f Confidence  iu 
the  ufiformity  of  law  and  order  in 
the  rmtlm  of  nature,  and  the  inva- 
riable* elation  of  cause  and  effect 
turniAes  ithe  imraevable  founda- 


tion Jm>n« which  rests  the  content- 
naentfPid  happiness  of  men.  Wbat 
he  adding  confidence  of  the  race 
ia  in  the  uniformity  and  stability 
of  th<  material  order  of  this  world, 
faith  r God  and  in  hia  Son  Jesus 
I’brisfcj  is  to  the  Christian.  The 
fouivffition  of  our  hope  and  the 
aourej  of  our  reat  and  joy  heart 
ia  uaAsturbed  by  the  viaitations  of 
time,  if  Thrones  may  crumble,  em- 
pires 'rfid  kingdoms  decay  and  die, 
tb„ac(id  frame  of  things  fall,  and 
the  vdyy  heavens  be  rolled  togeth- 
er asi  ( scroll  hut  our  God  and  bis 
Christ-  abide  forever.  “Thy

throne,  OGod,  is  forever  and  ever. 
* * * Thou  Lord  in  the  beginning 
has  laid  the  foundation  of  the 
earth  and  the  heavens  are  the  work 
of  thy  hands;  they  shall  perish  bit 
thou  continuest.  * * * Thou  aft 
the  same  and  thy  years  shall  nit 
fail." 

The  power  of  faith  to  sustain 
under  the  severest  strain  is  strong- 
ly emphasized  in  Hebrews  11,  and 
furnishes  us  many  stimulating  ex- 
amples and  illustrations  of  noble 
achievements,  and  splendid  victo- 
ries of  faith. 

Notice  this  faith  is  in  God  and 
his  only  begotten  Son.  The  disoi- 
ples  had  been  resting  on  the  cor- 
rectness of  their  opinions  as  to  the 
plan  of  their  Master’s  cause  and 
kingdom.  This  bad  been  dissipa- 
ted by  the  light  Of  the  truth  which 
had  been  revealed  to  them  by  t^e 
events  attendant  upon  the  institu- 
tion of  the  Supper.  The  faith  that 
overcomes  the  trials,  disappoint- 
ments ard  sufferings  of  life  cari 
never  rest  upon  things  human. 
Theso  are  insecure  and  often  ua- 
true  to  fact.  Opinions  are  good 
things  and  should  be  formed  and 
trusted,  but  they  must  never  dis- 
place the  personal  Christ. 

Creeds  are  necessary  in  their 
places.  We  cannot  get  on  without 
them,  but  they  must  never  be  al- 
lowed to  substitute  or  obscure  the 
living,  saving  Christ.  Systems  of 
theology  hre  expressions  of  intel- 
lectual activity,  tempered  with  the 
spirit  of  moral  and  spiritual  crav 
ing  which  will  ever  command  the 
respect  of  men,  but  they  arc  utter- 
ly powerless  to  bold  the  storiU- 
tossed  soul  upon  the  untried  voy- 
age of  life.  These  systems  are 
cruel  mockeries  unless  they  are  io- 
dicea  to  point  to  God  the  Father 
and  God  the  Son  as  the  source  of 
all  safety.  All  ceremonies  are 
empty  forms,  mere  shadows,  as 
deadly  as  they  are  unreal  vhen 
they  are  made  the  ground  of  one’s 
hope.  They  melt  like  the  snow 
before  the  summer's  sun,  when  the 
day  of  adversity  sweeps  the  soul 
like  a furious  storm.  But  faith 
in  the  living  Father  and  the  living 
Son  is  an  anchor  reaching  beyond 
earth  and  sky  binding  the  soul  to 
the  rock  of  eternal  ages. 

2.  Jesus  would  comfort  their  hearts 
and  lift  the  last  cloud  from  their  earth- 
lit  vision  by  enlarging  their  horizon  of 
truth.  Man  is  given  to  setting  lim- 
itations about  the  truth.  He  too 
often  takes  a part  for  the  whole, 
and  more  frequently  I may  say( 
mistakes  error  for  the  truth.  Such 
had  been  the  lot  of  the  disciples. 
They  bad  imbibed  the  current 
opinions  of  their  times  as  to  the 
mission  and  work  of  the  Messiah. 
This  false  view  was  so  thoroughly 


imbedded  in  their  minds,  that  all 
that  the  Lord  had  said  to  them. by 
way  of  correction  had  gone  for  but 
little.  Now  the  crisis  had  oome 
and  their  erroneous  views  were 
crushed  under  the  weight  of  im- 
pending conditions  which  neither 
they  nor  their  theories  could  meet. 
Besides  the  modicum  of  truth; 
which  they  had  received  and  cher- 
ished as  a sacred  heritage,  was  so 
limited  add  incomplete  as  to  allow 
no  addition  jor  increase.  Now 
wheD  the  supreme  moment  came 
there  was  nothing  to  sustain  the 
tremendous  pressure  which  the  is- 
sues of  that  hour  brought  to  them. 
They  are  seized  with  despair.  Je- 
sus seeks  to  relieve  their  heart 
trouble  by  expanding  t b © i r scope 
of  truth. 

He  shows  them  th&t  his  depart 
are  from  them  is  in  their  interest. 
He  goes  in  their  behalf.  His  work} 
for  them  was  not  confined  to  this 
little  world.  “In  my  Father’s 
house  are  many  mansions,  [f  it 
woro  not  so  I would  have  told  you. 
I go  to  prepare  a plact j for  you.”  They 
had  supposed  his  work  would  be 
confined  within  the  limits  of  this 
earth  and  that  Jerusalem,  the  Holy 
City,  would  be  the  center  from 
which  all  his  operations  frould  pro- 
ceed. But  he  assures  them  that  in; 
his  Father’s  house  there  are  many 
“stations,"  or  resting  places,  and 
that  his  work  was  to  arrange  for 
their  progress  and  final  repose.  Be. 
sides,  they  bad  supposed  that  his 
going  tronrt  them  was  the  result 
a'one'of  the  cruel  rage  of  his  Cne- 
| mies.  That  Jesus  was  only  yield 
ing  to  the  inevitable;  that  every 
way  ol^  escape  was  gone,  and  that 
j he  was  left  to  betrayal  and  death  as 
: a result  of  his  inability  longer  to 
island  up  against  the  assaults  ofhis 
old  enemies. 

Jesus  disabuses  their  minds  in 
his  work  of  comfort,  and  assures 
them  that  the  impending  tradegy 
of  his  trial  and  death  are  a part  of 
the  plan  of  God.  Instead  of  frus- 
trating his  plans  and  work,  it  was 
a part  of  these.  That  he  was  only 
passing  from  one  copartment  ol 
his  Father’s  house  to  another, 
though  that  passage  was  amid  the 
cruel  rage  and  storm  of  blood 
hurled  against  him  by  his  enemies. 

8.  Again  he  would  comfort  them  by 
an  assurance  that  his  departure  from 
them  in  visible  presence  would  enlarge 
their  field  of  usefulness.  “ Verily, 
verily,  I say  unto  you,  He  that  be- 
lieveth  in  me,  the  works  that  I do 
shall  he  do  also,  and  greater  works 
than  theso  shall  he  do  because  I go 
unto  the  Father."  (Verse  12.) 

The  disciples  had  no  doubt  fqlt  a 
commendable  pride  in  the  works 
they  had  wrought  in  the  name  of 
their  Master.  They  had  healed  the 


sick,  cleansed  the  leper,  inade  the 
lame  to  walk  and  the  blifid  to  see, 
the  doaf  to  hear,  and  had  cast  out 
devils.  They  had  done  many  won- 
derful works  in  his  name.  They 
had  suppised  this  was  all  to  end  in 
the  departure  of  their  Lord.  They 
were  again  to  bo  reduced  to  the 
same  impotent  fishermen  tjbey  once 
were.  They  wore  to  stop  down 
from  the  high  plain  upon  which 
they  had  boon  moving  under  the 
power  of  his  personal  presence. 

Jesus  assures  them  that  his  de- 
parture would  enlarge  the  field  of 
their  usefulness.  They  wpre  to  do 
greater,  (argor  works.  Tl|o  sphere 
of  their  operations  was  to  be  en- 
larged. They  were  now  to  enter  a 
world-wide  mission  in  preaching 
the  gospel  of  the  kingdoti,  and  in 
saving  men  in  every  climie.  Such 
an  assurance  might  well  drive  the 
last  tirgo  of  sorrow  from  their 
hearts,  dispelling  the  dulljioss,  lift- 
ing the  aloud  and  flood  all  tho  fu- 
ture will)  a splendid  glory!. 

4.  more  he  woutd  comfort 
them  ly  he  assurance  that  they  are  not 
to  be  alone  as  they  supposed.  His 
personal  presence  is  to  be  replaced 
by  the  Holy  Spirit.  “Id  is  expe- 
dient for  you  that  I go  away  : for 
if  I go  not  away,  the  Comforter 
will  not  como  unto  you;  but  if^go 
I will  send  him  unto  you"  (15 : 8). 
“I  will  not  leave  you  orphans” 
(14:18).  “And  I will  pray  the 
Father  and  he  shall  give  you  an- 
other Comforter,  that  ho  may  be 
with  you  forever,  even  the  Spirit  of 
truth  whom  the  world  chnnot  re- 
ceive” (14  : 16).  In  tho  presence 
and  power  of  tho  Holy  Spirit  they 
were  to  enjoy  both  the  presence  of 
the  Father  and  the  Son.  This 
Spiritnal  presence  in  the  absence 
of  their  Lord  was  a thing  unknown 
to  them.  Since  the  Holy  Spirit 
had  not  yet  made  his  advent  they 
wore  unable  to  realize  the  force  of 
what  Jesus  had  said  to  them  in  his 
previous  disconrses  as  to  the  Spir- 
it’s work  in  the  redemptive  sys- 
tem. Dpon  his  enthronement,  the 
sequel  of  what  was  now  beginning 
to  transpire  in  the  transactions  of 
his  betrayal,  trial  and  death.  They 
were  to  lose  him  for  only  a time. 
He  was  to  return  in  a larger  meas- 
ure in  the  presence  and  ^power  of 
the  Spirit.  Of  his  Spiritual  pres- 
ence thore  should  be  no  end. 
Through  his  Spirit,  he  and  the 
Father  were  going  to  make  their 
abode  with  them.  They  were  to 
be  in  vital  union  with  the  disciples 
of  all  ages.
